St. Joseph, Mo., Sept. 25. -Tho Kansas 
City, St. Joe & Council Bluffs railway 
foiled an attempt to rob a passenger train. 
Two bandits were killed and three others 
oaptured. The doad are Ed Kohler und 
Higo Indall; tho captured were named 
Frederick, Hcrsh and Hurvoy. Train No. 
3, tho intended victim, left Kansas City at 
9:05 last night and arrived hero at 12::i0 on 
Monday morning. The officials of the road 
had been notified that a robbery was planned. 
They warned the police when tho train 
arrived hero and a dummy train was mado 
Sixteen police oliieerB and tho chief 
were put aboard. To deceive tho robbors 
tho ttain was made an exact deplicato to 
ruin No. 3. When the dummy was near 
\i. Joseph tho engineer was signalled and 
topped, ,Six masked men surrounded the 
engine. One of tho men mounted tho en- 
gino and covered tho engineer and firemen 
with revolvers. Tho other five hastened to 
rob tho paBBeuger cars. They ordered tho 
passengers to open the door, which they did, 
and threo robbers entered the car. Here 
moat of the police were concealed, and tho 
robbers on entering tho oar were ordered to 
surrender, but instead opened Qro. A fusil- 
udo followed, and when tho smoko cleared 
away two robbers wero found dead and a 
third named Frederick was arrested. None 
of tho policemen were injured. The othor 
two robbers keeping watch outside wero 
captured. Tin robber standing guard on 
tho engineer ard firemen, hearing tho shoot 
ing, fled. Tin bodies and tho captured 
bandits wero biought hero. 

Henry Gleiue, the train robber who 
escaped, was captured here this morning. 
The bandit had two sticks nt dynamite, to 
which was attached a fuse about threo feet 
long. It was kiown to tho officials on the 
bogus train that dynamito might be used, 
and it was first proposed to let the robbers 
explode somo ot it before firing on them. 
Before lcavinp St. Joseph, however, 
Chief Brodio decided it would ba a dan- 
gerous risk, and ho instructed tho bogus 
messenger to openthe door beforo the rob- 
bers had a chanio to explodo tho stuff. 
Chief Brodio says .hero was enough dyna- 
mite to blow tho jar into splinterB. Tho 
bodies of tho twi dead banditB and the 
threo captured nun woro placed on the 
train which they hirl attacked. Tho train 
then returned to t!^ Francis Street depot 
at 12 35, and tho regular train wenc on its 
way. The pasBeugirs did not know what 
had happened. It vaa quick work and tho 
train bearing tin ofiicers was back 
at tho Franoia Street depot in juat 
45 minutes from tho timo it left. 



TURBULENT CZECHS. 

Arrest of Newspape: Men— Bohemia to ilo 
Placed Undei Military Law. 

Prague, Sept. 2,'. — Proprietor Gregro 
and Editor Janitioij of the Narodni 
Isti, one of the largest Czech dailies in this 
city, have been arrcstd, and will bo tried 
by B special court for aciting the Czechs to 
breaches o[ the peac. The journal has 
been for years tho mob virulent anti-Ger- 
man Bheet in Bohemia, and sinca tho recent 
disturbances began haslost no opportunity 
to stir the peoplo agniat the central gov- 
ernment. The Empero is said to contem- 
plate placing all Boheua under military 
law iu case tho Czech dinonstratious do not 
abate. 



CHOLERA BACILLI. 

Prof. Koch Says Berlin Water Is Free From 
Their Presence. 

Berlin, Sept. 25.— Prof. Koch, who has 
been making a bacteriological examination 
of tho drioking water of Berlin, submitted 
his report to tho municipal authorities to- 
day. Ho Btatos thut his examination did 
not reveal tho presence of cholera bacilli.

Toronto, Sept. 28.— (Spocialty)— It is un- 
derstood that, aftor recent train robberies at 
Kendulsvillo, Ind , and Hancock, Mich., 
tho express companies havo decided to arm 
their employes with Winchester rifles, and 
to take other precautions to prevent express 
robberies on this Bide of the line.

Three Men Arrested In Berlin at tlio Instance 
of the Austrian Government. 

London, Sept. 20.— The Central News 
haa received information to tho effect that 
three anurchistB wore arreBted in lie-lin to- 
day on tho ehargo of being concerned in the 
anarchist plot (Recovered by the Vienna 
police.

MONTREAL MATTERS. 

Grain Elevator Project— Archbishop Fabre 
Sued for Damages. 

Montreal, Sept. 25 —(Special)— It is 
understood that a grain elevator company is 
in process of furmution hero, and that tho 
scheme has the promiao of tho support of 
several of the shipping companies and the 
Canadian Pacific and Grund Trunk rail- 
ways. -Tho cupital of the new company will 
be $100,000, and it is expected that oper- 
ations will be started next spring. 

Archbishop Fabro appeared beforo tho 
prothonotary to-day in answor to a suit for 
damages for 550,000 taken against him by 
tho proprietors of La Canada Revue, 
which hud been placed under tho ban of tho 
church by tho arohbiabop. Monceigneur 
Fabre admitted issuing tho mandement 
complained of, but objected to undergoing 
crosa examination. The matter was brought 
before Judge Davidson to decido, but ho 
aaid ho had no jurisdiction as the archbishop 
had been callod before a prothonotary. The 
plaintiff's lawyora then wiihdrow. Mon- 
seigneur Fabre was accompanied to court by 
about a dozen priests. 

BANK LOOTING. 

Charge That a President Deliberately Wrecked 
the Institution of Which lie 
Was Head. 

Louisville, Ky., Sept. 25 —Suits are to 
be filed in a day or two charging that tho 
Louisville Deposit Bank wus organizing 
simply to save the German National Bank 
from ruin, and that it waa deliberately 
looted and wrecked by its president, Mo- 
ses Schwartz, for tho benefit of himself 
and tho German National. The National 
hud been carrying Schwartz for yeur8, 
and he knew ho was insolvent, bo that to 
save itself from insolvency tho bank en- 
tered into a conspiracy with him to wreck 
the Deposit Hank after inveighing men to 
take its stock, and its statement that the 
National would ceaso business and turn its 
funds and patronage over to depositors was 
on'y one courso among many to induco men 
to go into tho new bank. Schwartz and his 
IritGds ewe tho bank over $300,000, and as 
expenses und other charges are to come off, 
there is not much margin for creditors. Tlio 
number of depositors wus fortunately small, 
and in the course of timo tho depositors 
who are not directors will probably receivo 
all their monoy. 



Owen E. Murphy Dies the Day Before 
the McOreevy Scandal Trial 
Begins. 

Northwest Wheat Crop-New Leper 
Hospital for Tracadle- Ottawa 
Conservative Candidate. 

(From our own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Sept. 25.— Mr. J. A. Gemmill, 
who is acting for Hon. Thomas McGroovy 
in the euso of tho Queen v. Connolly el al, 
which will corns np for trial at tho assizes 
opening to-morrow, received u telegram to- 
day stating that 0,ven E. Murphy, tho 
much wanted witness, died this marning at 
New Huveu, Conn. Tho cuubu of death is 
not mentioned in the telegram. 

Director Suundcrs, of the Central Experi- 
mental farm, returned from the far west to- 
day. Ho estimates the average wheat crop, 
of Manitoba and tho Territories at fifteen or 
sixteen million bushels. 

Father Bubineau, p irish prioat of Tracu- 
die, N.B., is in tho city. He had an linter- 
riew with tho officials of the Public Works 
and Agriculture Departments in reference 
to the proposed now leper hospital which is 
to bo erected at Tracadio. Parliament vot- 
ed S15.000 for the work last session, and 
plans for the new building have been pro- 
pared. Tenders will be asked for without 
delay. 

A requisition is being signed by Ottawa 
electors to day asking McLeod Stowurt, ex- 
Mayor, to stand as candidate for the House 
of Commons in tho Conservative interest at 
tho coming election. 

ARGENTINE'S REVOLT. 

Desultory Fighting Still Contlmies-Dofec- 
tions to tho Kebels-The Government 
Still Confident. 

Buenos Byres, Sopt. 25.— Thero was de- 
sultory fighting all day yesterday around 
Santa Fe, the capital of the province of 
that name. It is not known whethor either 
aide gained any advantage. Tho rebels are 
gaining acoessioua to their forces. A large 
number of foreign colonists havo thrown in 
their lot with tho insurgents and have been 
cordially welcomed by tho enemies of the 
Government. A moro serious feature of the 
outlook, however, is tho disaffection among 
tho national troops. Desertions to the 
rebels are of frequent occurrence. In one 
instance, a whole rogimcnt has gone over 
to the insurgents, carrying their arms with 
them. These defections are causing the 
government considerable anxiety. General 
Pelligrini, who is in command of the gov- 
ernment troopB, has been reinforced by 
National troops from tho provinces cf 
Buenos Ayres, Gordon and Santiago. These 
additions to the government's forces have 
more than offset tho desertions, und Pelli- 
grini expresses himself as confident, with 
the augmented forces at his command, of 
being able to repress the revolution.

JOHN LEYS, Q. C. 

The Missing Toronto Lawyer Turns Up in 
Buffalo-Over Three Hundred Thou- 
sand Dollars In Default. 

BUFFALO, Sept. 25. — John Leys, of To- 
ronto, Queen's Counsel und ex-member of 
the Onturio Legislature, who fled last week, 
wus in Buffalo yesterday, and is now near 
this city. He is sixty years of age, and for 
many years occupied u high position at tho 
Canadian bar. Ho wus legal advisor to tho 
Freehold und Loan Association, which posi- 
tion carried a salary of $0,500 a year, and 
this, with his fi-os from other corporations, 
gave him an income of over $10,000. Ho 
managed several rich estates nnd dealt much 
in realty during the boom of 1887-89. Ho 
appeared to havo embezzled every cent 
of trust funds in his charge The 
Harsley estate, which represented 5158,000. 
has entirely disappeared, and the Dick 
estate, representing $20,000 ia also com- 
pletely depleted. These accounts are sup- 
plemented by many others, brincing his de- 
falcations with his debts to $300 000, at 
least, and probably much moro. Mr. Leys 
stated to u reporter that every cent of his 
fortune bad been lost through real estate 
speculations, and ho had drawn upon the 
trust funds in his possession to recover 
himself, but they too were swallowed up In 
the same way. Ho wus too old now, he 
said, to atono his wrongdoings and restore 
his good name, and nothing was left him 
but to get away from Canada and hide 
himself.

DYNAMITE ARGUMENT. 

Union .Seamen's Outrageous Endeavors to 
Silence Those Who Are Opposed to 
Them— Intense Indignation. 

San Francisco, Sept. 25.— One of the 
most fiendish deeds in the criminal history 
of the city was perpetrated here on Satur- 
day night. Shortly after midnight a dyna- 
mito bomb was exploded in a water front 
boarding house tilled with non-union sailors, 
resulting in the instant death of three in- 
mates and the probable fatal injury of seven 
more, while others sustained leas serious in- 
juries. The terrible explosion occurred in a 
liouae on Main atreet, between Howard and 
Folsom, kept by John Curtain. The house 
was fillod with non-union sailors, and it was 
Curtain's custom to secure bertha for hia 
patrons on ships employing non-union men. 
in this way he nat urally incurred the enmity 
of the sailors' union. 

Less than a week ago his placo waa en- 
tered by a crowd of union men led by a man 
named John Terrell. Curtain was threaten- 
ed, and, upon leaving his house, tho men 
told him he had only a short time to live. 

All fho inmates had retired as usual, and 
tho house was quiet when tho explosion 
occurred, shaking the city for blocks. Tho 
entiro front of the boarding house waa torn 
away, carrying the front of an adjacent 
structure along with. Men were thrown 
from their beds across the streot. A large 
holo waa blown through tho sidewalk into 
the basement, into which numbers of men 
were thrown. Main streot waa lillcd with 
tho debris, among which were the dead and 
dying. An ambulance waa quickly on the 
scene, and, taking three severely wounded, 
started for the hospital, but ono of tho men 
died before it waa reached. Aa tho work of 
rescue progressed, it waa found that several 
men had had limbs torn from their bodies. 
So far, two dead bodies have been taken 
from the ruins and seven severely injured. 

Two of the dead are Brick McOinnis and 
(leorge Holmes. John Terrell waa arrested 
in a neighboring lodging houao and placed 
in prison. Tho police ure looking for seven 
other union sailors whom they suspect of 
being implicated in tho plot. 

Tlin feeling over tho dynamite outrage on 
tho water front is intense. Merchants and 
ship owners state that unless tho authorities 
take precautions affairs will bo in a vory 
dangerous condition before tho winter. 
They point to a record of wanton deatruc- 
lion of property and assaults on persons 
without tho slightest provocation. They 
also state that the recent transfer of seven 
soainon to San Pedro accompanied by de- 
tectives, and ask that they allow tho police 
department the uso of a tug for a wharf 
patrol. The Governor has offered a reward 
of $1,000 for the arrest and conviction of 
tho water front dynamiter.

SOUTH AND CENTRE. 

Misunderstandings Between the Different Re- 
publics—Tariff Matters— A Consul's 
Suicide. 

Montevideo, Sept. 25. — Admiral Mello, 
commander of the rebel fleet of Brazil, has 
renewed the blockado of Rio de Janeiro, 
and is now organizing a squadron to sail f'tr 
the northern ports. It is rumored that his 
destination first of all is Para. Ruy liarbos, 
who recently escaped from Rio do Janeiro, 
has published a letter in which ho saya the 
navy under Mello is defending tho rights of 
the Brazilian people against President L'eix- 
oto's military tyranny and despotic rule. 

BUENOS Ayr.es, Sept. 2o.— The situation 
here is extremely grave. The government 
apparently fearB combined action of army 
oilicera of high rank and naval commanders. 
Many removals have taken place. Radicala 
say they will prolong their agitation until 
Pen a resigns, and declare they have no 
doubt ho will resign. Oflicial circles'expect 
a revolution of big proportions to begin at 
any moment. A fight between revoltera 
and part of Bosch's troops has occurred in 
Santiago del Esterro and resulted in tho 
rout of tho revoltcrs. Tho governor of Santa 
Eo has asked for aid in suppressing an ex- 
pected revolution in that province. The 
government continues making arresta. Gen. 
Mansella ia one of tho laBt batch of prison- 
ers. New precautionary measures are be- 
ing taken almost incessantly by tho govern- 
ment in hope of crushing tho revolution. 

Hkkmosilla, Mex., Sept. 25. — Advices 
have reach, d hero of tho auicido of C. H. 
Root, American vico-consul at Ouayamas. 
He shot himself through the head. De- 
ceased had lived for many years at that 
port, and was also connected with tho 
Sonora railway. He waa 50, No cause is 
assigned for the act. 

City of Mexico, Sept. 25 —Thomas T. 
Crittenden, American consul-general, will 
havo an interview with tho Minister of 
Finance soon. The tariff obstacles to an in- 
crease of American trade with this country 
will ho discussed in all their various phases. 
Tho policy of Mexico at preBont ia not fav- 
orable to reciprocity, but tends rather to- 
wards lower duties and tho impartial treat- 
ment of all natious. The Minister of 
Financo favors taxing heavily brocaded cot- 
ton manufactures to increaso revenues. Ho 
ia sustained iti this position by tho press 
anil public opinion. 

Buenos Avrks, Sept. 25.— It is reported 
that Dr. Aieiri, leader of the revolting radi- 
cals, has been assassinated in Santa Fe.

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PUBLIC SCHOOL BOA11D. 



Trustees RefiiHO to Reconsider Their 
Appointments to Satisfy the 
Bricklayers' Union, 
/ — 

And Will Hold the Contractor Respon- 
sible tor the Completion of 
His Agreement. 



Tho Bourd of School Trustees hail a spec- 
ial mooting yesterday afternoon, thero being 
present, Mr. Charlea Hay ward, chairman, 
and Messrs. Yutoa, Lovcll, Marchunt, Saun- 
ders and Bishop. The first busineas was 
tho consideration of a letter from J. G. 
Brown, notifying tho Bourd thut tho stone- 
masons working for him on tho South Ward 
school had struck work in ccniequcnce of 
tho Clerk of Works appointed by tho trus- 
tee being objectionable to the Stonemasons 
and liricklayura' Union. 

On motiou, the Secretary was directed to 
notify Air. Brown thut tho Clerk of Works 
was appointed not to overaeo the bricklayers 
only, but to see that the contractor faith- 
fully carried out hia obligations in all 
branches of tho work, and that Mr, lkydon 
would be retained in his position; and also 
to state that tho Board, while regretting 
the loss and inconvenieuco to tho contractor 
by this unadvised strike, would hold him 
strictly to the terms of hia agreement, 

A deputation of the teachel'S of the public 
and high school, conblatiDg of Mias Cameron, 
Messrs. McNeil, l'ineo, Sallaway and others, 
waited upon tho Hoard on behalf of the local 
teacherB' institute. After they had stated 
the objects and proposed working of tho 
institute, and in the ub3ence of a normal 
school, thu advantages it would afford to 
the younger teachers, tho Bourd agreed to 
allow the schools to bo closed one hour 
earlier on the first Friday iu euch month, to 
enable all tho teachers ro attend. 

Letters from the bricklayerH and stons- 
masona' union were read, notifying tho 
Board that unlosa " praoticul bricklayers " 
were appointed to supersede the appointees 
named by the trustees at their last meeting 
the men employed on tho now Ward 
schools would strike. 

After tho matter had been fully. dis- 
cussed, tho letters were received and placed 
on file and tho secretary was directed to 
notify tho Union that tho Board un- 
animously refused to reconsider the appoint 
inents made of tho Clerks of Works of the 
North and South Ward schools. 

Tho overcrowded condition of the Vic- 
toria West Bchool was referred to a special 
committee to report at the next regular 
meeting. 

THE "VICTORIA" ARRIVES. 



A Good Trip and a Full Cargo-The 
" Uiwa of England " Still at 
Yokohama. 



Terrible Devastation Caused by the 
Floods in Several of the 
Japanese Prefectures, 



After a pleasant fourteen-day passage the 
steamer Viotoria, of tho Northern Pacific 
lino, arrived Sunday evening, proceeding to 
the Paget Sound ports yestorduy morning. 
She brought two first-class passengers for 
tHis city— Mr. W. Harrison and Mr. A. R. 
A. Heath — besides 100 Japanese and Chi- 
nese in the steerage, and ^50 tons of cargo. 
The other paasengera and upwards of 2,000 
tons freight were booked for Tucoma, 
Seattle, California and the East. The trip 
was comparatively uneventful, fine wea- 
ther this lime being the rule rather than 
the exception. Few vessels wero sighted 
during the voyage, the outbound Empress 
being the only one recognized. When the 
Victoria left Yokohama tho ateumer Crown, 
of England, which had been chartered for a 
single trip by the Great Northern Railwry, 
was in port, repairing an injured propcllor, 
and not likely to sail for some time, as she 
had no cargo on board. It was currently 
reported in Japan that tho contract was to 
be cancelled. Several schooners, presumed 
to be sealers, were passed by the Victoria 
in tho Straits, but wero not spoken. At 
this city tho Victoria bade good-bye to her 
chief engineer, Mr. Skinner, who, after 
seven years' service in the C. P. R. and N. 
P. R. Pacific fleets, is now returning to 
Scotland, whence it is understood he will 
bring the first now steamer of tho company 
when it is ready. 

Tho steamer Peru, of the San Franciaco 
line, having left but three days in advance 
of the Victoria, the luttcrhaaonly hull a week's 
news. The chief interest, of course, centres 
in tho terrible Hoods which have wrought 
wreck and ruin in Gifu prefecture, Japan. 
Although figures give no intelligent real- 
ization of the misery occasioned by the 
waters gone mad, the following statistics 
are presented, telling as they do tho extent 
and character of the devastation, in as brief 
form as possible : According to tho official 
returns, more than '200 portions of the 
river embankments gave way on August 
•25, tho breaks aggregating 44,354 yards. 
Twenty-one million ttrubo of land wero in- 
undated and 92 villages Hooded. The water 
did more or less damage to 14,025 houses, 
the number of occupant 8 of these homes be- 
ing 70,000, of whom 30,205 are now being 
cared for by tho Jupancso Government. 
Five hundred and fifty-seven houses were 
carried away and i>2 [jcrsorJK wero killed by 
the falling buildings or drowned before as- 
sistance could reacl) thorn, US being severely 
injured. On the 22nd ultimo, tho river 
Guojo-Uawa overflowed its banks and all 
the people in iho district rlod for safety to 
the temple Jionji, which, us it was placed 
upon a hill, wua looked upon us a temple of 
refuge. Unfortunately the immense quan- 
tity of rain which had fallen eultsed a land- 
slip on the bill above the temple and a 
groat quantity of Hand and rook fell upon 
tho edifice, crushing it and killing instantly 
or fatally injuring 58 persona. As if this 
wero not enough, fire broke out in tho vil- 
lage und, unchi eked iu the general conster- 
nation, completed tho work of destruction. 

A pathetic incident of the Hood is thua 
related by one of tho Kobe papers: "On 
the 25th August, while tho Hoods at Gifu 
wero at their worst, a woman was dis- 
covered Moating down the river clinging 
firmly to u clothes chest. She was rescued, 
but was so exhausted that sho could not 
speak. She was able to point to tho box, 
however, and upon opening ono of the draw- 
ers the rescuers found a littlo baby quite 
uninjured, no water having got into tho 
box. The poor mother, as Bho was Bur- 
iniscd to be, died shortly afterwards with- 
out being ablo to state who she was or 
where sho had coino from. 

A Kobe commercial firm, as well as oth- 
ers in Yokohama and Nagasaki, has ro- 
nuutly received tho following "warning," 
which, though evidently tho work of a 
"ora.uk," ia nevertheless causing a littlo 



alarm. The document is in Japaneso, the 
translation being as hereunder: 

" For a long since you have gained by 
trade with the Japanese and your business 
has become nourishing. For a long time 
you havo oppresaed and made slaves of tho 
Japaneso. At the present time you are 
most arbitrary. Your minister makes a 
shield of extra- territoriality to prevent the 
laws of tho land, Your wicked, unprin- 
cipled actions cannot and will not bo borne 
uuy longer by the Japanese, and unless you 
repent and amend your wicked ways, wo 
Japanese who have had to suffer from your 
oppression will ho obliged to tako revenge 
and slay you. From the beginning tho 
Japaneso have always been independent, 
and! bo it known unto you that there is not 
a Japanese who would not throw away his 
life in tho cause of right. For tho aako of 
a little gain you are risking your preoious 
lives. Alas how sad ! Worship God and 
proparo yourselves for heaven. 

'* Great Japan Empire (Kobe), Foreignors 1 
Slaying Association ! " 

Tho French gunboat Papin, carrying M. 
LoMyer de Vilers fr'jin Singapore to Bang- 
kok as Bpecial commissioner of the Repub- 
lic to Siam to eomplote the settlement of 
the recent dispute, broke down on the way 
and had to proceed to Hatieu under sail. 
There she remains, tho envoy having been 
taken on to Bangkok by tho British gun- 
boat Lion. 

A CHAPTER OF ACCIDENTS. 



Mr. Harry Hyde Parker Loses His 
Life Under Circumstances 
Peculiarly Distressing-. 



A Shattered Foot the Sequel to 
Sunday Oatiuj? at Sliawnigun 
Lake. 



Word was received from Duncan yester- 
day of tho death by an accident, late Satur- 
day night, of Mr. H, Hyde Parker, a young 
Englishman who has been learning farming 
during the paat few months at tho ranch of 
Mr. Robert E. Barklcy, Westholme. The 
deceased lived but two hours, in an un- 
conscious state, after being found by Mr. 
Barkloy, who had heard the report of tho 
gun and was guided to tho spot whero tho 
injured man lay by tho groans of the 
sufferer. Tho body was lying face down- 
ward near Mr. Barkley's barn and under a 
draw gato, against which Mr. Parker had 
probably caught the hammers of his gun — a 
rebounding lock — while returning homo. 
Ho had been spending tho day in pursuit of 
a strauge dog that had been running the 
sheep. 

The charge had entered the face, which 
was completely shattered, and torn nway 
the top of the skull, and though Ur. Dickson 
was sent for immediately, and promptly ar- 
rived, it wob realized from the first that no 
human skill could be of any avail. The 
formal inquest was held yesterday by Mr. 
H. O. Wellburn, coroner, a verdict of acci- 
dental death being returned, and the funeral 
will take place to day from Westholme, the 
mother of the deceased, Lady Parker, hav- 
ing cabled yeaterday that this waa her wish. 
The deceased was about 21 yeara of age, a 
general favorite in the district, in which he 
had resided sinco his arrival from England, 
about ono year ago. 

From Sooke Lak-o comes the report of 
another accidental shooting which occurred 
on Sunday afternoon, fortunately with a 
less serious result. Ex-Constable Gordon 
was hunting deer in the brush, when u rifle 
bullet fired by a companion struck him in 
the Btomach, having touched the ground 
and ricocheted at a side angle. The injured 
man was driven into tho city, whero, with 
good nursing his recovery is but a matter of 
days. 

Little Leon Borde, the ten-year old son of 
Mr. A. Borde, of the City Treasurer's ollico, 
is now a patient in the surgical ward at St. 
Joseph's hospital us a result of the third of 
Sunday's accidents. He had been enjoying 
tho day with his father and a family party, 
atShawnigan lake, and left the elder mem- 
bers of the group to meet ono of the juniors 
named Jimmy Healey, who was bringing 
back a loaded gun. Leon wanted to "try u 
shot," and Jimmey volunteered to "cock 
tho gun" for him. In tho operation the 
piece waa in some manner discharged, the 
contents entering tho child's foot and shat- 
tering it so that amputation will be imme- 
diately necessary. The littlo sufferer lost 
considerable blood while being brought 
down to tho city, and was dangerously weak 
when he reached tho hospital. He bears the 
pain bravely. 

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

The Market Depressed Almost From Start to 
rinlsli— Talk or Gold Exports. 

New Yoiik, Sept. 25. — The stock market 
was weak almost from tho Btart to the fin- 
ish. The depressing influenco waa the rise 
in sterling exchange, which revived tho talk 
of gold exporta. It was said at ono time 
that Lozurd Freres had intended 8500,000 
for shipment on Wednesday; but this waa 
denied. It is understood, however, that 
several houses had conditional orders, 
which will be executed provided hills of 
exchange o:in bo disposed of at the 
rate designated by tho foreigners. All 
this was brought prominently before the 
room traders for discussion. The effect of 
the delay on the part of tho Senate in 
taking uclion on the silver question in- 
duced them to attack the market. The 
Northern Pacifies wero attacked on tho 
published statements alleging that the C ni- 
p my was in a bad way financially, having 
made the work of depressing the securities 
a comparatively easy task. The trans- 
actions aggregated 210,127 shares, in- 
cluding .'iS.'JIi.'i unlisted. Closing bids);

THE PREMIER IN GHILLIWACK. 



Those who were led to believo that tho 
inhabitants of the New Westminster Dis- 
trict were almost on tho verge of rebellion 
[.gainst the preaent Government must have 
been greatly surprised to tind that its 
Leader, the Hon. Theodoro Davie, was 
heartily welcomod in Chilliwack, Surrey 
and others parts of the Fraser Hivor valley. 
The people of those municipalities did not 
act as if they belioved the Premier to bo 
their enemy bound to deprive them of their 
dearest rights and privileges. They evi- 
dently looked upon him as a friend who was 
prepared to do all ho could to further their 
interests and to promoto their prosperity. 
And they were right. Sensible men in 
Chilliwack, as woll as elsewhere, know that 
it is the interest as well as the duty of tho 
gentlemen who form tho Government of the 
Province to do all that lios in their power to 
second their efforts to make the n.ost of the 
resources of every Bection of the country. 
How best to do this is their sole object. They 
think of little else and all their enerRios 
are directed towards the accomplishment of 
this object. The small politicians who 
represent tnc Government aa tho enemies of 
the people, who care nothing about their 
welfare and who are only intent on advanc- 
ing their own private interests, are either 
Bhallow fools or artful knaves. The 
men in whoao hands the people have 
pUced tho management of their affairs 
know that their reputation depends 
upon the way in which they do their duty. 
If the country prospers tinder their admin- 
istration they are entitled to credit, and if 
it does not prosper they are certain to be 
saddled with a largo Bhare of the blame, so 
they have every motive to do their very 
best to advanco its interests. 

Tho yeomanry of tho Frasor River valley 
showed that they possess intelligence and 
good senBe when they turned a deaf ear to 
tho slanders so freely uttered by the 
Premier's enemies, and treated him as if 
they know ho wishod them well, and was 
both able and willing, to the full extent of 
his ability, to lend them a helping hand. 

We are quite Bure that thoeo who con- 
versed with Mr. Davie, and who heard or 
read his speech at tho Chilliwack banquet, 
must have been convinced that he 
earnestly desirous of knowing what tho 
wants of the country are, and of doing what 
he can to supply those wants. 

The Government is in a' senso fortunat 
in having for opponents men who aro bo 
ready to speak ill of them and to put tho 
very worst construction on all their acts, 
for when .they meet its members face to 
taco and hear what they have to suy for 
themselves, they will see how greatly they 
have been misrepresented and how foully 
they have been slandered. 

Wo trust that tho members of tho Got 
ernment will give the olectoru of the greater 
part of thu Province opportunities of hear- 
ing from theniBolves what they have to say 
in defence of their policy and what they 
propoao to do in tho future. Tho conse- 
quences of such intercourse will, we are 
convinced, bo of tho greatest benefit, both 
to tho Government and the pooplo. 



ception, however. It is not pleasant to 
havo to Bay that tho only speakor who 
grossly disregarded tho amonities of publio 
disauaBion, and who wandered from his 
subject to indulgo in vituperation 
and personal abuso was a clergyman. It 
might bo expected that if a teacher of tho 
Christian religion did oonaidor it his duly 
to tako tho stump, ho would comport him- 
self in such a way as Co ho an example to 
political speakers. lluing presumedly a 
man of education, his speech would be well 
ordered, and his ideas would ho clothed in 
puro and dignitied English; and it would bo 
thought that his religious principle would 
prevent his making raBh statements and 
uttering harsh and uncharitable judgments. 
But tho Rev. Mr. Maxwell's speech was 
very far indeed from being a model of Chris- 
tian oratory. In fact, if uuregencrute poli- 
ticians generally, gavo their tougties tho 
liberty that ho did, nothing would ho hoard 
on tho platform Lut violent recrimination 
ending, as likely as not, in personal violence, 
if not in bloodshed. 

We do not think that really religious 
men will consider that tho Rev. Mr. Max- 
well's petformauce on Saturday ovening 
will tend to increase tho respect of tho in- 
habitants of Vancouver and other parts of 
the Province for either religion or its teach- 
ers. The tendency of such exhibitions is 
doubtlesa to increase the number of scoffers 
and to lead even those who are seriously in- 
clined to conclude that clergymen uro not 
the holy uud high-minded men whom they 
supposed them to be. 

Besides, we venture to prediot that, the 
reverend gentleman has brought reproach 
both upon tho religion ho professes and the 
cloth ho wears, for worse than nothing. 
Men of his occupation and temperament 
make very poor politicians indeed. They 
generally do moro harm to tho caus-e they 
espouse than to that which they oppose, 
therefore, politically, the Sectionalists are 
wolcoir.e to tho Rev. Mr. Maxwell. 

Wo observe that some of the speakers did 
what they could to keep Sectionalism iu tho 
background. It is evident that the more 
prudent men among them want as little as 
possihlo to be said about it. But it could 
not bo kept from rising to tho surface 
of the discussion now and then. 
Mr. F, C. Cotton evidently did not 
want it to bo mentioned, but 
even he did not venturo to repudiate it alto- 
gether. He had tho fear of earnest section- 
alists whom he had potted and encouraged 
before his eyes, when he was forced to ad- 
mit that there could be a contingency in 
which separation would be justifiable Mr. 
Duval, and those who think like Mr. Duval, 
have had a glimpso of tho truo character of 
the senior member for Vancouver, and they 
donotappoir disposed to permit him to 
play fast and loose with them with im- 
punity. 

Tho meeting appointed its delegates. Aro 
they representative men? Will they bo 
acknowledged bb such by the majority of 
tho electors of Vancouver? When they go 
to Kaniloops will they speak and act for 
them or for a few of those who attended 
Saturday night's meeting? 



of that body express their worthless views, 
is a pompous humbug. Still, tho Senate 
has Bhown no disposition to agree with that 
view. Tho situation now, however, haB be- 
como so serioua, we may also Buy startlinp, 
that it is an imperative necessity for tho 
Senate to revolutionize its practice. By 
one meauB or another tho repeal bill mutt 
promptly bo brought to a vote, unless Sen- 
ators aro willing to seo tho country undergo 
a far greater and moro lasting business dis- 
turbance than that from which it is 
now recovering. Wo supposo it would he 
impossible successfully to picture to the 
senatorial imagination the frightful finan 
»ial disastors which must come upon th's 
Country should the repeal bill be definitely 
defeutod or replaced by an unsatisfaotoi y 
substitute. In tho history of panics, the 
disturbances of last July would be reckoned 
as trivial and transitory compared to what 
would result from such a fatal disappoint- 
ment of the country's hopcB. Tho business 
of the nation would then ho in tho condition 
of tho man who, h mg fallen to t ho bot- 
tom of tho well, and, by toilsome effort that 
woll-nigh exhausted all his strength, having 
climbed nearly to the top, should suddenly 
get a push that would send him again to tho 
bottom. Wo hopo tho serious men in the 
Senato, tho men who aro sincerely desirous 
of putting the finances of this country again 
on a sound basis, tho men who have specifi- 
cally charged themselves with tho duty of 
enacting tho Wilson bill, will Boberly con- 
sider the perils which this delay creates 
and overy day increases, and ask them- 
selves whether, as reasonable and pru- 
dent men, in somo measure accountublo to 
public opinion, it ia wiser for them to con- 
tinuo to take this risk or to force the 
Senate to action, even if it be necessary to 
violate its tradition to accomplish that pur- 
pose.

The civilized world has of late been horri- 
fied by the lynching outrages of tho United 
States, and they havo been indeed horrify- 
ing. They show that there is a class in 
many of tho communities which is hardly 
a degree above barbarism. But for sheer 
savagery, un outrage thut was committed 
near New Orleans, not long ago, cannot be 
outdone. It was not a lynching ; there 
may bo tho shadow of an excuso for such 
crimes. It was an act of Bavage cruelty 
which shows in a very strong light the 
depth of barbarism into which tho people 
have fallen. 

These are tho facta : A negro, who had 
beon arrested for somo slight offence, shot 
the judgo who was trying him. He made 
his escape and took refuge in a swamp. 
Search was niado for him, bub ho could not 
be found. The disappointed mob, however, 
found three of the murderer's brothers who 
had not been even accused of having com- 
mitted a crime. They were harmless, law- 
abiding citizens, but their relationship to 
the murderer was by the mob looked upon 
aa a crime, and they deliberately murdered 
the three innocent men. Even thia did not 
satisfy their thirst for vengeance. They 
hunted for and seized twoaistera of the men 
thoy had just murdered, whipped them 
and drove thorn out of tho pariah. 
Theso outrages were not committed in 
Central Africa by men who havo hardly 
heard of civilization, but by wliito men, 
living in a civilized country, and almost 
within ono of its groatcBt citios. Tho five 
victims wore, however, negroes. Tho St. 
Paul Pioneer Press, commenting on thoao 
diabolical crimes, sayB : " No community in 
which such things can happen without a 
popular uprising, and the punishment of 
tho guilty to tho limit of tho law, can claim 
to bo within tho pale of civilization. Vot, 
wo shall he surprised if this event 1b ever 
mentioned again ; becatiao the killed wero 
negroes, and it matters little what the pre- 
text is in that scotion, ns long as it is a 
negro that is put out of tho way." Could 
an enemy of tho American people, and of 
Republican institutions, say anything moro 
sovoro than this ?

Thr widow of tho lato W. R. Schidler, 
who died suddenly in this city not long ago, 
rosides not in Astoria, but in Portland, 
where, with her five children, she has been 
in actual distress for some time past. She 
was not aware of her husbands where- 
abouts nt tho time of his death, and was en- 
deavoring, through Chief of Police Hunt, to 
locate him. Schidler had been out of work 
and "out of luck" for aomo tinio before his 
death, and hero it is that the theory of 
suicide, instead of accident, is accepted by 
many.

Tho principal witness, is u 
Japanese Bailor known aa Fred, whose atory 
is, in brief, that shortly ufter ho hnd 
" turned in " ou the night of tho Hello's 
arrival in port, Lynoh name down into tho 
forecastle and told him that ho (Lynch) and 
the mate (Daniel MoFoo) were going to stow 
away aomo of the skins that night, und he 
could como into tho scheme if he wanted to, 
Later in tho night, ubout 12 o'clock, Lynch 
nguin camo down into tho forecaatlo, blew 
out tho light and hurriedly withdrew. 
Fred, knowing that Lynch believed him to 
bo sleeping, then got up and sticking his 
head out of tho scuttle, saw — according to 
his sworn statement — Lynch and tho mate 
remove tho hatch and take out and paHa the 
sealskins over tho sido into the boat which 
waa waiting for them. No traco haa yet 
been obtained of the skins. Tho ono theory 
ia that they have been cached near town 
and tho boat Bunk; another is that tho boat 
procoedod with its valuable cargo apmo- 
where in tho neighborhood of Neuh bay. 



A COLD STORAGE MEETING, 



At Which Other Presaiupf Necessities 
of Victoria Are Pointed 
Out. 



Why the City Does Not Progress 
Faster- Cost of the New 
Scheme. 



A meeting called to promote tho interests 
of a cold storage warehouse in this city waa 
held at the Driurd hiBt evening, M. Strouss 
in the chair, and J. H. Brownlee, by ro- 
quest, acting as aecrotary. There were also 
present , A. Begg, G. McL. Brown, H. E. 
Connon, R. Cunningham, Geo L. Courtnoy, 
A. Dunsmuir, A. C. Flumerfelt, N. Gowan, 
R. H. Hall, M.P.P., T. B. Hall, D. R. Ker, 
C. A. Lombard, G. Leiaor, H. C. Macaulay, 
Jaa. Mitchell, Chaa. Rattray, L. Redon, W. 
Teniplemau, B. Van Volkonburg und others. 
The chairman having recapitulated tho ad- 
vantages of cold storage, aa explained re- 
cently to tho Board of Trade, gavo somo fig- 
urea he had obtained aa tho result of a viait 
made to similar institutions in Tacotna and 
Seattle. Tho outlay required would bo : 
For machinery, iucluJing two mach- 
inea for tho direct expansion pro- 
cess, for r>0 our loadB capacity, $10,000 ; 
Boven compartments, required for different 
temperatures, §15,000 ; ico plant, §5,000; 
site, §10,000. To make tho company strong 
ho proposed a capital of $05,000, iu §100 
shares. Ho thought that if Victoria was to 
have a cold storage warehouse it should be 
provided by local rather than foreign capi- 
tal. He thought that if Victoria was to go 
ahead, and not he outstripped by other 
places in the Province, it was a necessity 
that this addition to tho city'a equipments 
should be made. 

Alex Dunsmuir wished to point out, if it 
were in order ut tliia meeting called for a 
special purpose, that there were other things 
more urgently needed than cold storage to 
ko Victoriu what it ought to bo. Tho 
city was in urgent need of good sewerage, 
good water and good streets. A gentleman 
from another country who called to see him 
the other day, Buid ho had not seen such 
disgraceful streots iu any city iu tho world, an 
oHsertion which waa probably about correct. 
Victoria had a debt of only $800,000, and 
could well afford to borrow tho money to 
make these absolutely necesaary improve- 
ments. Vancouver's debt waa now $'2,000,- 
000, and he commended tho enterpriae 
which had led that city to borrow money to 
mako improvements to that extent. Ho 
would like to see a meeting called to Und 
out why this city iB not progressing better — 
to see what is being dono by the pre&ent 
Mayor und Council, and perhaps to provide 
for a better Counci. Victoria ought to be 
made a healthy, pleasant and attractive 
resort, and ho would like to seo the peoplo 
go to work to build it up as such. That 
was a sohemo he would heartily go in for. 
Then tho whole Province should look for 
population, especially farming population, 
so that tho peoplo could grow ut homo those 
articles which it was proposed to import 
and keep in cold storage. If, however, 
other persons in the city were going to sub- 
scribe to carry out this project, ho would 
assist it to some extent. 

I). R. Ker commended the enterprise 
and hoped that local capital would be found 
to carry it out. 

B. Van Volkonburg told hia experience 
of Nature's cold storage, in tho Cariboo 
country, for eighteen years, and said that 
meat kept from December to March, with- 
out losing in quality. 

G. Leiser suggested that tho chairman 
and secretary should be appointed a depu- 
tation to wait upon the business people and 
have tho capital subscribed. 

Joa. Mitchell thought it ought to bo 
made plain that tho consumers ua well aa 
tho business peoplo were to derive some 
benefit. 

R Cunningham told of tho satisfactory 
experience he had had at his salmon can- 
nery whh a small refrigerating plant 
brought front Sjii Francisco last year. This 
hud been tho means of saving a great 
quantity of fish which otherwise would 
have spoiled beforo it could have been 
canned. He found it paid very well in- 
deed. 

™"A, C. Flumerfelt said one chief reason 
why Victoria should take action immedi- 
ate ly ia thut the C. P. R ore ubout to inaug- 
urate cold Btoruge stations ull along their 
line; and the Australian trade by tho now 
steamers would be largely of a naturcjwhieh 
would make iusb storage a necessity if this 
city wished to participate in it. He 
thought there was a great deal in what Mr. 
Dunsmuir had said as to the necessity of 
population, One of the obstacles to settle- 
ment here being the excessive cost of living, 
he would favor uny scheme which would re- 
duce thut cost. He was assured by Mr, 
McKilligan thut it local people did not tako 
this matter up British capitalists, whom ho 
represented, would ilo so later on. 

R H Hall, M P P , said he knew that it 
would be a great advantage to the people of 
the Upper Country if they could sell their 
fat cattle in Victoria in the fall for winter 
consumption. If foreign capital would take 
up the matter ho did not think anyone 
should object. 

Q. McL Brown said if the merchants of 
Victoria decided to put up a storage ware- 
house, the C. P. R, would bo glud to do 
whatever they could|for them In tho way of 
distributing their literature, or otherwise, 

M. Young, as a hotel and restaurant 
proprietor, gave evidence as to bow tho oily 
suffered for want of storage facilities, hav- 
ing to p iy exorbitant prices or to go alto- 
gether without many commodities. 

The chairman said he thought he ought to 
get at tho meeting tho seven shareholders 
necessary for the incorporation of a com 
pany. Ho wished if somebody would move

Tlio Appointment of William Murray 
as Inspector of the Spring: 
Ritlge Drain Confirmed. 



Discussion on the Hacks' By-Law— 
The Ward Redistribution By- 
Law Knocked Out. 



The regular weekly mooting of the City 
Council was held lust evening, there being 
present : Mayor Beaven, in the chair ; Aid. 
Bolyea, McKillican, Styles, Bragg, lUker, 
Henderson and Munn. 

After routine business, reports from tho 
Finance committee were taken up and 
passed. They provided for tho payment of 
accounts amounting to S4.1 15- 64. 

Tho Market committee reported in favor 
of allowing Fut nival & Co. to hold auction 
sales in tho market building on market days, 
tho opinion being expressed that all licensed 
auctioneers should ho allowed tho samo 
privilege. Report recoived and adopted. 

Tho Sewers committee rocommended that 
Albert Pike, who had been temporarily em- 
ployed on James Bay contract No. 1, be 
formally appointed inspector until tho com- 
pletion of the contract. The report also 
Baid : 

"lis SpriDg Ridgo Surface Drain -Your 
committeo having to placo an inspector on 
this work on tho 19th inst , temporarily 
appointed Mr. William Murray, ho being 
well rocommended. Since that date your 
committee have had before them a letter 
from tho secretary of Uuion No. 2 Victoria 
of tho Bricklayers and Mason's Interna- 
tional Union of Americo, a copy of which is 
attached to tho report. Your committeo 
are unable to conclude either upon the 
grounds of public policy or expediency or 
from the ciroumstunces of this particular 
case that the request of the unions be com- 
plied with. Your committeo in the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Murray had in view only tho 
selection of a thoroughly compotent man, 
and the references and recommendations 
furnished by Mr. Murray pointed him out as 
one of tho best among the applicants 
Since tho lei tor above mentioned wus re 
ferred to your committee, cartful investi- 
gation of the mutter has beon made, and 
your committeo are fully satisfied that they 
mado a judicious choice, and that Mr. 
Murray is fully competent to fulfill tho im- 
portant duties dovolving on him. Your 
committee therefore recommend that his 
appointment be ratified by the Council 
Your committee have under consideration 
tllO recommendation of some competent 
person as inspector of work on the Work 
Estate surface drain, but wo are unable as 
yet to make a eeleclion owing to the fact 
that such inspector must have a knowledge 
of stone work as well as of brick work." 

Tho following additional lector from the 
Bricklayer^' and Mason's Union was also 
read : 

Victohia, B. C., Sept 25, 1893. 
Tothc Mayor and Hoard of Aldermen : 

Gentlkmkn :— I wus requested by a special 
meeting of tho above uuion lo communicate 
with your honorable body that Ihis union 
regrets very much that members of your hon- 
orublo body should misconstrue our letter of 
the 21st Inst., ihat wo wished to dictate In any 
form whatever. To dictato was not our 
Intont, Aid. Boiyca and McKillican to tho con- 
trary, as they must know that th-re is oiw 
inspector alrondy who la not a member of this 
union. The principal objection of this union 
to any but a practical bricklayer boing inspec- 
tor is that the inspector is i ho only one who is on 
the work all lho time, and tho only 
way to pot tho construction work dono 
thoroughly is to have a good brick- 
layer inspector, wo care not whether he 
is a union man or not. Wo, as a body, aro 
sorry to havo to take the at and that wo are com- 
pelled to take, but wo believe it is to tho inter- 
est of all ra'epayors, ourselves included. 
There will bo do elites at your couanil meet- 
ing this evening who w II be ready to confer 
with your committee or answ r any questions 
that may occur if your body wishes such to 
takoplaco. Yours truly,

Ald. Munn — Are the credentials of the 
inspector of the Spring Ridge surface drain 
attached to the report ? If they wero read 
to the Council they would be useful. 

Copies of several of the credential! wer« then 
road. Onr of these was from Prof. J. Fuir 
weather (of civil engineering) of Edinburgh, 
whicii enclosed a certificate. 

Ald. Bklyba— For fourteen years Mr. 
Murray was an inspector of works in Scot- 
land, and it is possible that thero is no other 
inun in Victoria who has a like certificate. 
He moved that the committee's report bo 
received und the recommendations carried 
out. 

Ald Bkaco did not think any man in 
the Council had any complaint to make 
against Mr. Murray us clurk of tho works, 
but for sewer construction a bricklayer 
should be employed, and there was not a 
bricklayer in the city who was, not moro 
competent than a carpenter. Ho suggested 
that a conference with the bricklayers union 
delegates be held to endeavor to harmonize. 
Ho moved in amendment that the portion of 
the report dealing with the Spring Hidg 
drain be laid over. 

Ai.d. BAKER, in seconding tho amend 
ment, said he did not see why the Seweruge 
committeo should object to a bricklayer 
being appointed as superintendent of the 
work. He wondered how it was that the 
Murray family got all these appointments, 
ono having been appointed sanitary inspect- 
or, another overseer on tho Spring Ridge 
drain, ami, perhaps, there was another for 
the Work Estate drain (applause from th 
audience) 

Mayor Heaven 6ternly called the audi- 
enco to order, stuting that he would not 
allow any sign of approval or disapproval. 

ALD. Baker continued that there wero 
plenty of bricklayers in the city who were 
more competent than Mr. Murray. 

Ald. Styles said he did not blame the 
bricklayers, who, he Baid, were governed 
by their rules. So far as Mr. Murray w 
concerned, ho waa a clever man, a goo> 
practical man and a carpenter, but this 
sower work should bo looked after by an 
engineer. 

Ald. McKillican— When the Council 
was voting on this question somo timo ago 
they never considered that the inspector 
should he a carpenter or a bricklayer, and 
it never entered our minds that thero was a 
division. But now a certain society came 
forward to dictato to tho Council, and the 
city would have nothing to say but pay 
salaries. These were tho best paid men in 
the city, and now that the Council was find- 
ing them work they took advantage of this 
quibble [to get in tho thin edge of tho 
wedgo. 

Ald. Monn, presumed the bricklayers 
were in a position such as tho Council found 
itself in al times, hampered by pertain rules 
statutory or otherwise. He waa convinced 
that Mr. Murray wus a perfectly competent 
man, and this being tho cuso, ho wus not 
going to vote against him. If thero wus a 
clause in tho bricklayers' rulea which pro- 
vented them working under such a man, ho 
thought it wuh an unjust one. Tho city 
was spending tho money, and had a right 
to boo by its own man how tho work was 
done. 

Alu. Henderson said ho had satisfied

himself that Mr. Murray had all the knowl- 
edge necessary to inspect tho construction 
of these sowers, having had a long experi- 
ence in such work, of which ho had mado a 
apeeial study. 

Ald. Bragg wanted all tho applications 
placed before tho Council to havo tho choico 
mado by ballot. 

At tho Bugcestion of tho Mayor tho Coun- 
cil adjourned to tho committeo room to hear 
tho delegates from tho Union. 

Immediately on tho Council ro-asaembling 
tho amendment wan put and loBt on tho fol- 
lowing division : 

AYES— Aid. Bragg, Baker and Styles. 

Nays- Aid. Bolyea, McKillican, Munn 
und Henderson. 

The original motion to adopt tho report 
was carried on tho same division. 

Aid. Belyea got leave to introduce a by 
law to regulate soweru-go conneotion, plumb 
ing, etc. 

ALD, BELYEA moved, seconded by Aid 
Munn, the formal motion to provide for 
the election of an alderman to succeed Aid. 
McTavish. Nomination day will be Mon- 
day next, polling day on Thursday follow- 
ing. 

Ald. Styles had heard that Aid. Mc- 
Tavish would bo back hero on Thursday, 
and ho thought the seat should be kept 
open. 

ALD. BELYEA— If Aid. McTavish were 
hero to-nigh i he could not lawfully tuko his 
seat, being disqualified by Btatuto on ac- 
count of absence for three months. 

Tho motion was carried. 

Tho Mayor announced that ho had ap- 
pointed Aid. Robertson to tho Market, Old 
Men's Home and Cemetery committees. 

Ald. Bragg's by-law to incrnaso the 
number of aldermen and redistribute tho 
warels was taken up and defeated, as it re- 
quireel a unanimous vote 

Ald. Bei.yka's by-law to amend the 
Hack by-law was then taken up, Aid. Bel- 
yea explaining that ho was not committed 
to tho streets named, and would be glad to 
havo suggestions mado. Later on, Bhould 
tho by-law pass the Council, ho would intro- 
duce a resolution instructing tho Street 
Commissioner to h»Vfl the atands swept 
ovory morning. 

The Council went into committee on the 
by-law. The first amendment made pro- 
vides that hacks shall stand fifteen feet 
apart instoad of ten feet, as ut present. 

In committee thero was a very general 
discussion of the provisions of the by-law, 
it being claimed that if the hacks wero or- 
dered offOovornment street it would simply 
mean they would lose ut least one-quarter 
of their business. The suggestion wus made 
that ton hacks should be allowed on Gov- 
ernment street, but this was not accepted; 
nor was tho suggestion that two bo allowed 
to each block adopted. 

The committeo finally rose, reported pro- 
gress, and aBked leave to sit ugiin. 

The Council adjourned at 10:50 p.m. 



UPPER KETTLE RIVER. 

Exceedingly Rich Strike of Gold In the 
Heart of a Well Known District. 

(From the Spokane Miner.) 
MARCOS, Wash., Sept '21. — The first newo 
of the gold strike on Upper Kettle river was 
brought hero on Tuesday by Suunders, who 
runs tho Btage lino up that stream, und by 
Tom Humphreys and Alfred Walters, tho 
latter of Spokane. Humphreysand Walters 
learned of the strike at Boundary creek 
from men who had just como from tho front 
to get supplies. Their reports were that 
gravel was being washed that ran as high as 
from 10 to 25 cents to tho shovel. Tho stam- 
pede is not from Marcus, but the Boundary 
creek district, where great excitement pre- 
vails. Tho new diggings aro in British Colum- 
bia, on ono of the extremo uppertributaries of 
the Kettle river, and ubout fifteen miles 
from Rock creek, and about 120 from thiu 
place. They may bo reached from here by 
wagon road for a part of tho distance, and 
by trail the rest of the way. By cayuso it 
will take about four days to cover the entire 
distance. 

Sam Stevenson, the trusted guide of Mr. 
D. C. Corbin, who is familiar with the 
entire upper Kettle river country, anel who 
is planning to go to the front without delay 
says : " Thero is a settlement at 
the mouth of Rock Creek, tho nearest 
point to the reported strike. There was a 
placer rush into that country 2o. years ago, 
und since then moro or less gold has been 
taken out continuously," The opinion 
eeenia to bo general among men familiar 
with the country that some remarkably 
rich gravel baa been struck. Men hero are 
loth to rush in ut present, fearing that the 
miners and prospectors already in there 
have seized upon ull the promising bars. 

One strong fuct that lends plausibility to 
tho reported rich strike ia that the discovery 
is in the heart of a gold district of known 
richness. As long ago as 1 (So!) there wus a 
stampede into .this section, and jn the early 
(iO's 500 or 600 miners wero washing tho buru 
along the upper Columbia und its tribu- 
taries.

White Workers Jlcct In Convention In Oppo- 
sition to Coolie Labor. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 25. — A national con- 
vention of laundry workere, called at tho 
instance of the American Federation of 
Labor, opened in the largo club-room of 
the Hotel English to-day. Fifty delegates 
wero present, representing Troy, N. Y., 
St. Louis, Mo., Loganaport, Ind., St. Paul, 
Kvanaville, Poughkeepsie, Philadelphia and 
New York City. Two unions in the latter 
city, t he Laundry Woikers, No. 6124, and 
tho shirt ironers and Laundry Workers, 
6041, wero represented. 

The convention has been called to organ- 
ize the laundry workers of tho country in 
one body, and thua enabling them to meet 
and overcome all obstacles to their interest. 
Tho convention was called together by 
Joseph J. Jessupp, and Miaa Klizibeth 
Grim, corresponding secretary of the move- 
ment, delivered an address of welcome. 
These and other speakers said that the un- 
organized condition of the laundry workers 
of the country called for immediato action. 
Tho numerous but unavailing efforts that 
had heretofore been made to organize tho 
craft havo had a tendency to diacourage 
honest workers of other trudea from giving 
their attention to this branch of industry, 
while the eloso and unfair competition into 
which the laundry workers were forced, not 
only by the greed and rapacity of capital, 
which forces them to compete with convict 
labor in the prisons, but by the working 
people themselves, who, through ignorance, 
compelled them to the deeper degradation 
of competing with leprous and disease- 
breathing coolie Chinamen, called for a more 
serious and determined effort. 

It was evident, said the chairman, that a 
national union of laundry workers alone can 
save the trado from the ruin and degrada- 
tion into which it has fallen. At tho close 
of tho addresses the usual committee on cre- 
dent iala and organization wero appointed. 
Among the resolutions handed in was one ap- 
pealing to union men and women in the Uni- 
ted States to divert their own patronage 
and that of their acquaintances from tho 
Chinese laundries, on the ground that every 
cent expended on these people is a contribu- 
tion towards a system of slavery that ia hos- 
tile to the spirit of the American constitu 
tion, the American idea of liberty, and to 
tho American workers. 

The convention will bo in eeaaion Hire 
days, and' according to one of the delegates, 
it. meuns the inauguration of a movement 
that will never be suspended until every 
Chinese laundry in the land has been exter- 
minated
